In tlie very early his- 
tory of England and France preventa- 
t-ivc measures were resorted to, and 
laws were passed for the management 
of fires during the day, and tlie curfew 
bell was rung at eight o'clock in the 
evening for their extinguishment.

most free from fires, but in (iermany, 
in spite of similar laws, heavy losses 
were suffered, until necessity l>ecame 
the mother of invention. 


The discovery of some mechanical 


contrivance for the liet.tcrextingnishing 
of fires than by the bucket brigade had 
been one of the quests of mankind from 
the time of ancient Rome, when Appol- 
lodorns applied the ox gut through 
•which water was forced by compress- 
ing and expanding a large bag attached 
to the rude "hose." This was followed 
by syringes of various devices.

one in (let-many conceived the idea of 
making the syringe stationary in a tub 
and converting it into a force pnrap. 
Then the whole contrivance was made 
portable by being set on n, sled. 
The 


tub was kept lilled by the bucket bri- 
gade. These improvements on the llo- 
man syringe, that converted it into u 
portable engine, was n product of the 
ingenuity of tlie sixteenth century. 
At 


first it was drawn from place to place 
by men; then tlie rope for that piirpofe 
•was detached and horse power was sub- 
stituted for man. 


In tracing the evolution of the fire- 


engine we mn^t now cross the channel. 
At the close of the sixteenth century 
the farthest [vlighmd had advanced, 
notwithstanding the activity on the 
continent, was to the use of the "lintid 
squirt," or syringe, and this clumsy and 
slow apparatus had iKien so enlarged in 
the hope of increasing its effectiveness 
as to require three men to handle it, 
and then it only threw three or four 
quarts of water at each discharge.

Kngland took up with (iermany's sled 
engine and put wheels to it and attached 
the leather hose and suction pipe, both 
of which were invented in Amsterdam 
toward tlie close of the seventeenth 
century.
